Fhe Communists insist that the 
legislative branch should have

Under this treaty it is claimed 
that the Soviet had “a right to 
advance ita troops into the in- 
terior of Iran, and keep them 
there until the final, elimination 
of danger,” in cases when a for- 
eign state attempted to trans- 
‘form Iran into a base of opera- 
tions against the Soviet, Unten. 

German Fascist agents had 
made Iran their home, with o 
view to turning it into a basc 
for attack on Russia from the 
south, but “plans for auch an ot- 
tack were frustrated, only 
thanks to_the entry into Iran 
of Soviet Troops,” said the state- 
ment. The present withdrawal of 
the Red Army .from Iran, it ex- 
plained, is due to the fact that 
the German danger has- now 
been finally eliminated.
